Typhoid Season Here 


During the year, probably 299,000 


people in the United States will con­ 


tract typhoid 
fever. 
The 
average 


period 
of invalidism will 
he more 
thaii a month for every case devel­ 
oping', 
so that the 
economic 
loss, 
te\en if recovery does ensue, can he 
reckoned upon this basis, including 
at the same time the care and atten­ 
tion required. 
50 per cent of these 
will he between the ages of 15 and 
o5 years, the very time of life when 
the loss is most frightful. 
More­ 
over, this is an annual toll and re­ 
presents the minimum fatality which 
we have attained. 
No sooner is the 
computation of the 18.000 completed 
than another series is begun, and so 
on interminably. 
True there i* some 
diminution in the total number, the 
death rate since 1900 having 
been 
diminished by halt, and most of our 
cities showing a progressive reduc­ 
tion in the incidence of the disease, 
hut it still remains much higher than 
that of countries which we are apt 
to consider 
less civilized 
than our 
own. 
Another typhoid season is again at 
hand. 
With 
the advent 
of -iiminer 
weather, the presence of Hies, con­ 
tamination of food products, and the 
increased 
liability 
of 
infection 
through changes o f residence, it'once 
more is necessary, for health bodies 
tones oil this account. 
He is indeed 
coming an annual custom and doubt­ 
less will soon be considered one of 


the early prognostications of the on­ 
set of the summer 
season, but tin 
health officer should not modify his 
to sound a warning note This is he 
a prophet and the voice of the pro 
phet should he heard. 


Typhoid fever is a disease of filth, 


it can only be contracted by taking 
into the system the waste product 
of one previously ill of the disease 
These waste products 
are conveyed 
from one individual to another us­ 
ually by means of a third object, 
such as water, (lies or milk. Kven it 
disease itself were never contracted 
ia this manner we should revolt at 
the abhorrence of the idea of such 
unoleanliuess. For every ease of the 
infection developing, someone, either 
the municipality or the individual, 
has been careless, and public opinion 
will soon regard such carelessness as 
erinmal. 
In the eyes of the health 
officer typhoid fever is strictly a pre­ 
ventable disease, invariably origina­ 
ting from an antecedent case, and 
contracted in a most loathsome man­ 
lier. 


Our scientific 
knowledge 
of the 
disease is most complete. 
For thirty 
years the causative 
organism has 
been known and studied. 
It- habitat 
has been surveyed, the associating 
organisms classified, and the many 
facts relating to the life ot the bac­ 
illus fully recorded. 
For nearly 29 
years we have been in possession of 
most delicate blood tests for the re­ 
cognition of the disease, tests which 
are 
not 
only of 
great 
diagnostic 
worth but which should actually a s ­ 
sist in the prevention of the infection. 
Our knowledge of the dissemination 
of the di-ca.-c, in both it- epidemic 
and endemic forms, i- consequently 
exact and definite. 
Not content with 
accomplishments along these lines 
the medical profe--ion, it. view' of the 
continued morbidity, has even 
de­ 
vised methods by which the public 
may cotinue to live under sanitary 
conditions with perfect impunity, so 
far as to take into their system s the 


tilth 
which 
produces 
disease 
and 


d uith and 
yet, 
if the 
preventive 
treatment has been received, appar- 
v ltly, remain free from harmful e f­ 
fects. 


In spite of these efforts and a c­ 
complishments the frightful mortal­ 


ity continúes 
and the 
disease thi- 
year will again usher 18,000 victims 
to their graves. Plainly, the practical 
application of our knowledge is far 
and away behind the scientific data 
in our posses-ion, and a large pro­ 
portion ot the population is ignor­ 
ing the very principle- 
which have 
been -o well established. 
For this 
reason, health officers realize that 
further steps toward prevention must 
be the result o f more general enlight­ 
enment and the better education of 
the mass of the people. 


The avoidance 
o f 
the 
infection 
rests primarily upon community a c ­ 
tion. 
The proper protection of water 
supplies, the eradication of filth and 
all it- accompaniments, the attain­ 
ment of a decent standard in tiie dis­ 
posal 
of excrementitious 
material, 
the regulation 
of dairies 
and 
the 
safeguarding of milk are all pro­ 
blems which only communities as a 
whole can settle. 
Nevertheless, this 
does not absolve the individual citi­ 
zen from responsibility, and he can 
do much for his own protect ion. 


The eradiction of tilth is in part 
the duty of every citizen, and each 
should .-.ce that his own surroundings 
are in a satisfactory condition, 
lie 
should guard again-t carelessness in 
the maintenance ami preparation oí 
food arid 
withhold 
his 
patronage 
from those who disregard tin* rules 
of cleanline-.-, remembering that the 
foods which are most subject to con­ 
tamination aremilk audit- products, 
oysters and vegetables. 
The role of 
Hies in the dissemination oí the in­ 
fection [dace- as garbage, 
manure 
and tilth i- most essential, but 
tlie 
proper screening of houses and the 
adoption of destructive measures are 
also of great prophylatic value. 
If. 
in spite of tlie-e pn caution-, tlit1 dis­ 
ease develops, it then becomes 
the 
duty of every 
citizen 
to duplicity 
follow the in-truetion- given in or­

Fa ces Sha ttered by Bullets or Shrapnel 
Are 
Rebuilt 
at 
Düsseldorf 
From 
Precious Metal, With Shinbones and 


Pieces of Rib Taken From the In­ 
jured Men Themselves. 


“ You need not thank me for this. 
It long ago lost Its significance.” 
The 
“ this” w a s a woman’s wedding ring, 
worn and scratched. 
The message, 
blurred and poorly 
written, and the ring, indicating some 
hidden tragedy tha t never will be re­ 
vealed, were sent, sa y s a dispatch from 
Duesseldorf, Germany , to the Chicago 
Daily News, to Dr. Christian Bruhn, 
one of Germany ’s most distinguished 
dental surgeons, for the furtherance of 
his work—the patching up of soldiers 
whose ja w s have been shot away . 
The patching up process requires 
much gold. 
Dr. Brahn’s clinic is free, 
one so far unsupported from any offi­ 
cial source. 
As his fam e has gone 
out over Germany , however, his gold 
reserve has increased amazingly . 
A famous actress has given a heavy 
medallion, the gift of the ruler of a 
German state. 
A noted litterateur has 
donated a similar gift from the king of 
Sweden. 
Wedding rings, seal rings, 
necklaces, gold coins from England 
and from Turkey , even old gold teeth, 
ure pouring in on Dr. Bruhn, to be 
melted up and find their wa y into the 
mouths of wounded soldiers. 
Soldiers Made New Again. 
The orthopedic institutions, where 
the soldiers are made new again, so 
that they may go back to the front, 
are depressing. 
But they cannot com­ 
pare for sheer horror with the great 
institution in Duesseldorf where scores 
of men, with half of their fa ces left, 
sit or lie in a steel framework that 
supports a broken ja w until newly in­ 
serted bones shall have had time to 
knit. 
The Duesseldorf institution is devot­ 
ed exclusively to the care of soldiers 
who have been injured iu the ja w s and 
is the largest of its kind iu Germany . 
Weekly it is turning out men who, 
aside from scars and som ewhat im­ 
peded speech, are about as good as 
before the war. men who a few weeks 
or months before were brought in in 
such condition tha t the lay man, if he 
could endure to gaze for long, would 
despair of their ever being saved. 
The patients frequently are found to 
have ritle bullets imbedded in the 
bones of their J aws, bullets often that 
have been flattened out or twisted by 
the impact a ga inst the bone. 
More 
serious are the shrapnel and grennde 
wounds, which tear away whole sec­ 
tions of the face. 


Ea ch Supplies Own Bone. 
Through use of the X ray the pa­ 
tient’s exact injury is established. 
In 
a majority of cases there is some part 
of bone .missing—a part that must be 
replaced by gold or by bone from some 
part of his body . 
Each patient is his 
own bone supply , so to speak, and gen­ 
erally It is the shinbone that serves. 
The ribs also are a fertile field. 
So 
fa st does nature work tha t the piece 
of bone taken out for use in the jaw 
is replaced rapidly by new growth. 
One patient in the hospital slowly re­ 
covering from a wound that gou&*«> 
out his whole J aw has a strip of shin­ 
bone In his mouth. 
On top of that is 
a new set of serviceable teeth. 
The 
man is healthy and reasonably happy . 
In dozens of cases it is not only nec- 
essarj* to replace bone, but skin as 
well. 
Here again each man must sup­ 
ply his own. 
Great strips of skin are 
taken from the patient’s arms and 
grafted on to cheeks or chins. 
Aside 
from the scar along the line of stitch­ 
ing there is usually little indication of 
the original injury . 
Each man is photographed on the 
day of arrival and a t intervals as his 
recovery progresses. 
To the lay man 
the results accomplished are little short 
of miraculous. 
Ic is almost incredible 
that so much can bo accomplished.

1014.— The Ber­ 
man army is in full retreat. 
Tin 
Allied forces are everywhere victor­ 
ious. 
After getting within >ight of 
Pari- and when it seemed that noth­ 
ing on earth could stop their drive 
the invaders have been hurled bnek 
in disorder and the capital is safe. 


With a recklessness bordering on 
impudence, the result of seeing fort­ 
ress after fortre-s surrender merely 
before the menace of their approach, 
the Prussians ignored 
the reserves 
they must have known were massed 
here, turned eastward from Paris ex­ 
pecting to crush a weak and routed 
enemy. 
In -<» doing they uncovered 
their right and 
General Maunoury 
-truck. 
Surprised, 
dazed 
almost, 
they turned to face tin* now enemy 
when again they were hit on the flank 
this time by General French of 
the 
British: Frauchet d ’Ksperey of 
the 
Fifth: Booh of the Ninth Reserves, 
and the rest. 


\ on Kluck and Yon Buelow. com­ 
manding 
the 
German 
right, 
were 
staggered. 
They fought desperately 
and tried to rally their armies but 
Foch, teacher of tactics at St. Cyr, 
the French We-t Point, out maneuv­ 
ered them, drove a murderous wedge 
into their lines and sent them baek 
in panic under a storm of French <;> 
slu 11s. 
The German “battle without a to­ 
morrow," lias failed. 
The morrow i 
here and with it signal defeat. 
The 
Battle of the Marne is over and the 
French have won. 
in Paris the news was hailed a 
the announcement of a miracle. Eaeh 
day Mime 40,000 or 50,000 
people 
had been abandoning the city, 
ex­ 
pecting 
the immediate 
entrance of 
the Germans, 
i: was known that the 


K a i s e r ’s legions were near and a d ­ 
vancing 20 and .50 miles-a day. 
The 
French and British seemed powerless 
to check them and an irredeemable 
disaster appeared inevitable. 
To the few, however, sharing th( 
confidence of General Joseph Joffn 
the French commander-in-chief, the 
victory 
is gratifying 
hut not sur­ 
prising. 
it comes as the logical re­ 
sult of his plans made immediately 
after Charleroi. 
When war was 
declared 
Joffre 
knew he would have to face what tin 
Germans called a “brushed attack.’ 
Just where 111is would come he 
ha< 
no idea. 
Adpoting one of Napoleon’ 
maxims “to engage everywhere, then 
-e< 
he spread out his men and en­ 
deavored to obtain contact with the 
enemy. The mass move came through 
Belgium and Luxembourg, the point 
least expected, 
with the result 
that 
J o f f n ’s reserves were a long way off 
Greatly 
outnumbered 
and 
witbon 
sufficient time to bring up reinforce­ 
ments, Joffre, who had felt the en­ 
emy’s strength at Charleroi, deter­ 
mine,! to fall back towards his re 
serves while his reserves advanced to 
meet him. Furthermore he profited by 
the lessons of 1870 which were dis­ 
tinctly to the effect that conquered 
territory 
may 
be redeemed 
but a 
beaten army ends all hope.

Sept. .5 the Germans were in sight 
of the capital.

their line continued on southeast­ 
ward, eastward and northeastward 
I'lilau patrols reached the Seine to 
the southeast of Paris and within . 
few miles of the Seine to the north 
west. 
The German General Staff had to 
decide whether they would take Paris 
immediately 
or to follow 
up and 
rush an army which they believed to 
he demoralized, routed and incapable 
of serious opposition. 
They 
chose 
the latter alternativi— the only j »ro­ 
per one from a military point of view 
for which the Allied army crushing 
Paris would fall like ripe fruit into 
the first hand that shook the tree. 
So, instead of continuing directly 
outhward and entering Paris, Von 
Kluek's army 
in conjunction 
with 
Yon Buelow’s army turned eastward 
to deliver the knockout blow. 
J off re’s 
longed-for 
minute 
had 
come, 
til- air scouts reported that 
Von Kluek’s masses 
had faced the 
east and that Yon 
Buelow’s were 
pouring 
across 
the Marne at many 
points. 
He sent for Sir John French 
commanding the British, The British, 
in the brest of Crecv and extending 
eastward 
towards 
Coulommiers, 
would keep 
in touch with the Fifth 
army under d’Ksperey. 
Other com­ 
manders were ordered to begin tlieii 
attack at dawn Sept. <>. Joffre, 
in 
iiis order 
of the day,

“An army which can no longer ad­ 
vance, must hold; and if it can not 
hold, must die.’’ 
At <1 ay break on the 0th Mnun- 
oury's reserves struck, full in Yon 
Kluek’s flank.

signally. 
Had he known of the presence of 
Maunoury’s army in and north of 
Paris, 
and at least eight 
d iv is io n s 
strong, he would not have dared turn 
his flank to it the way he did. 
1 am 
told he thought, as did Yon Buelow, 
that 
there was only 
one army 
in 
Paris and that it would be held for 
the capital’s defense. 
As ,\ matter 
of fact there were two— the army of 
Paris and the Army of Maunoury. 
In the meantime the British, with 
live infantry divisions and five brig­ 
ades of cavalry, were moving north­ 
eastward with comparatively little 
resistance. 
By night they had reach­ 
ed a position astride the Grand Morin 
their right being at Dagny. on the 
Aubetin River. 
Further east the figthing had been 
much hotter for here it was a frontal 
attack. 
D’Esperey h a d to carve his 
way forward and he did not get far 
on the 6th. 
Tie had against him the

matter ot serious public concern. 


"In three decades the death rate 
from the breaking down o r wearing 
out ot the heart, arteries and kidneys 
has increased 100 per ('em.

and no less 
than 17 per cent in every state. 
In 
the preceding ten years the increase 
was 52 per cent among the more than

Typhoid fever is a disease of filth 


It can only be contracted by taking 
into the system the waste products 
~o£ one previously ill of the disease 
These waste products are conveyed 
from one individual to another us- 
ually by means of a third object 
such as water, flies or milk. Even 1: 
disease itself were never contracted 
in this manner we should revolt a1 
the abhorrence of the idea of sucl 
undleanliness. For every ease of the 
infection developing, someone, either 
the municipality or the individual, 
has been careless, and public opinion 
will soon regard such carelessness as 
crinmaL In the eyes of the health 
officer typhoid fever is strictly a pre- 
ventable disease, invariably origina- 
ting from an antecedent case, and 
coritracted'in a most loathsome man- 
ner. 


Our scientific knowledge of the 


disease is most complete. For thirty 
years the causative 
organism has 


been known and studied. Its habitat 
has - been surveyed, the ' associating 
organisms classified, and the many 
facts relating to the life of the bac- 
illus fully recorded. For nearly 20 
yfears we; have heen in possession of 
most delicate blood tests for the re- 
.cognition of the disease, tests which 
ai-'e not only of great diagnostic 
worth" but which should actually as- 
sist in the prevention of the infection. 
Our knowledge of the dissemination 
of the disease, in both its epidemic 
and endemic" forins", is consequently 
exact and definite. Not content with 
accomplishments along these lines 
the medical profession, in view of the 
continued morbidity, has even 
de- 


vised methods, by which the public 
may cotiuue to live under sanitary 
conditions with perfect impunity, so 
far as to take into fheir systems the 
filth which produces disease and 


reason, health officers realize that 
further steps toward prevention must 
be the result of more general enlight- 
enment and the better education of 
the inajss of the people. 


The avoidance of the infection 


rests primarily upon community ac- 
tion. The proper protection of water 
supplies, the eradication of filth and 
all its accompaniments, the attain- 
ment of a decent standard in the 'dis- 
posal of eserementitious material, 
the regulation 
of dairies and the 


safeguarding of milk arc all pro- 
blems which only communities as a 
whole can settle. Nevertheless, :this 
does not absolve the individual citi- 
zen from responsibility, and he can 
do much for his: own protection. 


The eradiction of filth is in part 


the duty of every citizen, and each 
should see that his own surroundings 
are in 'a satisfactory con.litiun. He 
should guard against carelessness in 
the maintenance and preparation of 
food and withhold his patronage 
from those who disregard the rules 
of cleanliness, remembering that the 
foods which are most subject to con- 
tamination-are milk audits products, 
nysters and vegetables. The role of 
flies in the dissemination of the in- 
fection places as garbage, manure 
and filth is most essential, but the 
proper screening of houses and the 
adoption of destructive ffic.-isnres' are 
also of great prophylatie value. If, 
in spite of these precautions, the dis- 
ease develops, it then becomes the 
duly of every 
citizen 
to implicity 


follow the instructions given' in or- 
der that the safety of others may not 
be imperiled, bearing in mind the fact 
that every case of typhoid fever is 
due to someone's ignorance or care- 
lessness.

ed exclusively to the" care' of soldiers 
.who have been Injured In the Jaws arid 
Is : the largest of its kind In Germany: 
Weekly it Is turning out men who, 
aside from scars .and somewhat Im- 
peded speech, ore about as good as 
before the war, men who -a few weeks 
or months before were brought In* In 
such" condition that the layman, If he 
could endure to. gaze for long, would 
despair of their ever being saved; 


The patients 'frequently are fecund" to 


have rifle bullets" Imbedded In the 
bones of their jaws, bullets often-that 
have been flattened out or twisted by 
the Impact against the bone. More 
serious ore* the ' shrapnel 'arid . grenade 
wounds,- which' tear away whole sec- 
tions of the faca 


Each Supplies Own Bone. 


Through use of the X ray the, pa- 


tient's :exact injury- Is established. In 
a majority of cases there Is some part 
of bone .missing— a part, that must be 
replaced by gold or by bone from some 
part of his body.- Each patient Is his 
own' bone supply; so to speafc, and gen- 
erally It Is the shinbone that serves. 
The ribs also are a fertile field. So 
fast does nature work' that the piece 
of bone taken out for use in the jaw 
is' replaced rapidly by new growth. 


One patient In the hospital 'slowly re- 


covering from. a wound that gpuasi 
out his whole jaw has a strip of" shin- 
bone In bis month. On top of that Is 
a'hew sefi of ' serviceable teeth; The 


is healthy and reasonably" happy. 


In dozens of cases it is not only nec- 


essary to replace bone, but skin as 
well. Here again each man must sup- 
ply bis own. Great strips of skin are 
taken from' the patieht's arms" and 
grafted on to cheeks or chins. .Aside 
from the scar along the line of stitch- 
ing there is usually little Indication of 
the original injury. 


Each man is photographed- on the 


day of -arrival and at Intervals as his 
recovery" progresses. To the layman 
the results accomplished are little short 
of miraculous. It is almost incredible 
.that so much can bo accomplished.

Was Only One Army in Paris, 


Lucky For.Von'Bulow 


{Note: A year ago today the battle 


that saved Paris came to an end af- 
ter five days of desperate fignting. 
It is now known as the Battle of the 
Marne. In the days when the strug- 
gle was raging Sinuns sent a stream 
of cablegrams telling of develop- 
ments as they occured. For the an- 
niversary, he has sent a complete ac- 
count of the battle as it would have 
been told Sept. 10, 1914 had it been 
humanly possible to assemble all the 
facts and get them past the cen- 
sor.)

Paris, Sept. 10, 1914.— The Ger- 


man army is in full retreat. The 
Allied forces are everywhere victor- 
ious. After getting within sight of 
Paris vand when it seemed that noth- 
ing on earth <could stop their drive. 
the invaders have been hurled tack 
in disorder and the capital is safe. 


"With a recklessness bordering on 


impudence, the-result of Seeing fort- 
ress after fortress surrender merely 
before the menace of their approach, 
the Prussians ignored the reserves 
they must have known were massed 
here, turned eastward 'from Paris ex- 
pecting to crush a weak and routed 
enemy. In so doing they uncovered

Von Kluck and Von Bnelow, com- 


manding the Gennan right, were 
staggered. They fought desperately 
and tried to rally their armies but 
Foch, teacher of tactics at St.1 Cyr, 
the French "West Point, outnianeuv- 
ered fhem, drove a murderous wedge 
into their lines and sent them back 
in panic under a storm of French 75 
shells. 


The -Gennan "battle without a to- 


morrow," has failed. The morrow is 
here and with it signal defeat. The 
Battle of the Marne is over and the 
•French have -won. 


In Paris the news was hailed as 


the announcement of a miracle. Bach 
day some 40,000 or 50^00^. people 
had been abandoning the city, ex- 
pecting - the immediate entrance of 
the Germans. It was known that the 
Kaiser's legions were near and ad- 
vancing 20 and 30 miles-a day. The 
French and British seemed powerless 
to check them and an irredeemable 
disaster appeared inevitable. 


To the few, however, sharing the 


confidence of General Joseph Joffre, 
the French commanderrin-chjef, the 
victory is gratifying 
but not sur- 


prising. It comes as the logical re- 
sult of his plans made immediately 


had not come.

Hoping the 
favorable moment 


might come somewhere 
along the 


Champagne tablelands, Joffre started 
the- formation -of a new army, at 
Amiens. This was the Ninth Army, 
under General Maunoury. The trains 
transported this army:only at night 
and, I am told by staff officers, the 
Germans were riot aware of its for- 
mation. 


But the German advance was too 


rapid. The new army was not more 
than half formed when Amiens h'ad 
to be abandoned. Lillie, Arras, and 
most of northern France was over- 
run so, again by night, the army of 
Maunoury hastened back to Paris 
where its enrollment was completed. 


Sept. 3 the Germans were in sight 


of the capital. Their right was a 
few miles to the north of Paris while 
their line continued on southeast- 
•vyard, eastward, and northeastward. 
Uhlan patrols" reached the Seine to 
the southeast of Paris and within a 
few miles of the Seine to the north- 
west. 


'The German General Staff had to 


decide whether they would take Paris 
immediately or to follow rip and 
crush an army which they-believed to 
be' demoralized, routed and incapable 
of; serious opposition. They chose 
the-latter alternative—the only pro-
